As a. member of the Foreign Relations Committee, I am deeply 
concerned about press reports alleging that the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency has Harassed Korean residents in the United 
States, attempted to bribe Members of Congress,- and systematically 
intervened in our domestic political affairs.

I urge you to give high priority to the Justice Department 
investigation of these, alleged activities, .which I understand has 
begun.

"The Dong-A Ilbo" is published daily in Seoul, 

Korea. The paper is forwarded to this office on a daily basis. 
The advertisements are replaced with local, Los Angeles, 
advertisements, local news stories are added, and this revised 
paper is distributed in the Los Angeles area on a daily basis. 
This bureau and the parent newspaper in Seoul, Korea, have a 
reputation of being opposed to Park Chung-hee, President of 
South Korea. On December 25 > 197^s the South Korean Government 
ordered all private firms to stop placing advertisements in 
the Korean edition of this newspaper. The purpose for this 
ban was to force the newspaper to change its attitude toward 
President Park. Eventually, as a result of the financial loss, 
the newspaper had to knuckle under. During the period of the 
ban, a total of $8,000 was donated by Los Angeles residents 
to help make up for the loss of advertising. The ban did not 
apply to the Los Angeles Bureau and they did not suffer any 
loss of advertising. There was some indication that Korean 
Airline (KAL) was concerned about their advertisement appearing 
in the Los Angeles paper during the period of the ban, but 
they did not cancel their advertisement.

The Korean residents who were scheduled to attend 
the dinner party and' other Koreans said that the -sudden cancella-r 
tion of the dinner party was very rude.. They further commented i 
that there must be some specific reason for the cancellation 
beyond the published reason. 

The Korean residents said with one voice that whether 
or not the Korean Consul General was involved inthe party's 
preparation, the dinner party for the Senator from the State 
of California, the most populous state in the United States, 
was cancelled' on account of the lack of preparation. It was 
a grave dishonor to the Korean residents and Korea.

On October 5,, 1975, Mr. PAI Ham-duk (ph.). President 
of the Korean TV station, issued a statement saying that he* had 
requested the Korean Government to dismiss .LEE Sang-chul (ph.), 
the Korean Cultural and Information Officer with the Korean 
Consulate in Los Angeles. 

This station, channel 22, broadcasts Korean programs 
throughout the Los Angeles area for three (3) hours a week, 
(Sunday - two (2) hours; Friday -,one (1) hour). 

A statement was issued through LEE Soon-sang (ph.), 
an announcer for the Korean TV station. The TV brpadcast of 
the statement was made on the regular,4 o'clock Korean news 
hour and took nine (9) minutes to deliver. 

The accusation said that Mr. LEE, the Korean Govern¬ 
ment Cultural and Information Officer, abusing his official 
power, has not distributed the films which were sent from 
Seoul, Korea, including the Korean news and that he.,interfered 
in every aspect of the management of the Korean TV station's 
production. 

The Korean TV announcement went on to say that it 
would fight until Mr. *LEE is fired. The Korean TV station has 
enumerated more than 10 acts of misconduct committed by Mr. LEE 
and expressed its firm determination that Korean TV can overcome 
any obstacle. 

LEE Sung-chul, the Korean Government Cultural and 
Information Officer, referring to President PAI's request for 
his dismissal, said: "I have no comment to make." 
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MOUNTING AGGRAVATION: TOWARDS OPPRESSION OF THE 
PRESS BY INVISIBLE FACES 



Directors of "The New Korea" Pressured by 
Korean Consul- General and Consuls Who Are 
in Charge of Intelligence - 
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Devil hands of the dictator who has been oppressing 
freedom of the press find no national boundaries. 

The Dpng-A Ilbo, advocating the protection of freedom 
of' the press from last winter to this spring, has been suffering 
from pressures by the Korean Government. Such suppression, 
crossing the Pacific Ocean, has been directed towards "The, 

New Korea." 

"The New Korea" began to publish the reformation 
issue beginning September 5, 1975, raising the banner of the 
spreading of freedom and' democracy' and trying hard to restore 
democracy in Korea. 

The Korean dictatorial regime, has tried various sinister 
schemes - appeasement, bribery and threats - in order to change 
the paper 1 s tenor. Seeing that such maneuvers were ineffective, 
the Korean Government, through the Korean Consulate and other 
organizations, has begun to craftily oppress "The New Korea." 

So far, the Korean Government's oppression of "The 
New Korea" has been very cunning and treacherous; It is very 
hard to note evidence of the oppression. However, at present, 
an obvious method of oppression, is being applied to the 
advertisers in the paper. The purpose of the oppression of the 
advertisers is to cut off income so -that ".The New Korea" will 
not be able to publish.. ' - 

A representative case of this,oppression was the recent 
cancellation of advertisement in "The New. Korea" by the Los 
Angeles office of the Korean Airlines. Korean Airlines made ah 
agreement with "The New Korea" to pay $1,430.00 for 26 advertise¬ 
ments in the paper, including an announcement of the Seoul- 
Los Angeles roundtrip flight. 

One day a man :i : n,.'\chargfe < J Iof^ady^tt±sing> from Korean 
Airlines, visited "The New Korea" office and gave notification 
that Korean Airlines Headquarters in Seoul, Korea, had instructed: 
the Los Angeles office to stop advertisement in "The New Korea." 

He begged "The New Korea" to understand the, circumstances that 
the Los Angeles office was faced with. 

The Los Angeles office of Korean Airlines, acknowledging 
*the separation of business from politics, requested the Seoul 
main office for advertising in "The New, Korea" which had been 
very popular among the Korean residents. The request was granted. 

Korean Airlines said; "It is very difficult for us 
to explain the reason why we cancelled the advertisement in 
"The New Korea.. We are very sorry for not giving an explanation 
for the cancellation. Everyone knows the reason for the 
cancellation of the advertisement." 
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Miss Sonia Suk, who- made a one-year contract to 
advertise her real estate business in "The New Korea," said: 

"I have been molested by the people. I was warned not to 
advertise in 'The New Korea.'

"Please leave me alone so - that I may be able to 
continue my business." She cancelled her advertisement contract 
with "The ,New Korea." 


Besides Korean Airlines and Miss Sonia Suk, the 
cancellations of advertisements in "The New Korea" have been 
on the increase; 


Our book-sale businesswhich was undertaken in order t 
to make up for the decrease in advertising income,, has also 
been depressed. 

"The New Korea" was selling the "Collection of the 
Speeches Delivered by KIM Dae-jung*" and "KIM ^Chi-ha's Long 
Poems**" through .Korean grocery stores in the -Los. Angeles area. 

A salesman with a Korean grocery store said that he 
had received a telephone call .from-the Korean Consulate,- so “ V 
it was very hard for the store to sell the books openly. 

A Korean meat store was told, via a telephone call 
from the Korean Consulate,‘that the store should not sell the 
books. The meat store has returned them. 


"The New Korea's" civic activities were also oppressed 
by the Korean Consulate' which instructed the sponsor of the 
Korean Festival that "The New Korea" should not conduct the 
Beauty Contest of the Little Princess, one of the activities of 
the Korean Festival. "The New Korea" conducted the Beauty - 
Contest two (2) times in the past. 


Consul General PARK_ Young and several consuls in charge 
of intelligent?^, as the nucleus of the oppressive activities, 
put pressure on Korean residents who have business connections 
with Korea and support "The New Korea." 

Consul General PARK Young, through members of the 
Executive Committee to Help "The New Korea" (organized to support 
the paper) who have some relations with the .Korean Government, 
has been putting pressure on KIM Woon-rha, the publisher of 
"The New Korea," to change the tenor' of the paper and to 
support the PARK Chung-hee v Government. 

KIM Se-myun (ph.), representative of the Siju (ph.) 
Trading Company, and Dr; KIM Hyung-il, a professor at 
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California State College, Long Beach Campus, were advised by 
Consul General PARK Young to appease KIM Woon-ha. The above- 
mentioned two persons were told to relinquish financial support 
for "The New Korea" and resign from their posts as Directors of 
"The New Korea." 

The Executive Committee to Help "The New Korea" has 
been hampered in it's activities to support the paper by the 
Korean Consul General's application of pressure and. maneuverings 
of split tactics. 

Newspaper columnists and members of the Editorial 
Department, who’joined "The New Korea" when the first reforma¬ 
tion issue was published, have been unable to write articles 
freely. Some who were bribed have been interrupting the regular 
conducting of business. 

Consul General PARK Young has been maneuvering to isolate 
KIM .Woon-ha, publisher and editor of "The New Korea," from 
Korean residents by saying that KIM Woon-ha was a communist whp 
has been enjoying a good reputation among the democratic-minded, 
and conscientious Korean residents. 

According to information furnished by Rev. KW 9 N Hoi- 
sang (ph.) and other noted Korean residents. Consul General 
PARK Young and his men openly told the pro-PAHK Chungrhee 
Government people that KIM Wopn-ha was a communist, using the 
word "red fellow" blatantly. However, when they referred to 
KIM Woon-ha in the general public of Korean society, KIM Woon-ha 
was described as a "rebellious element." 

The rebuttals to the negotiation meetings, as proposed 
by Consul General PARK Young several times in the past, by 
KIM Woon-ha, publisher and editor of "The New Korea" have caused 
the oppression of the paper. 

KIM Woon-ha has rejected the Korean Government's 
invitation to visit Korea and offer of a roundtrip airplane 
ticket. He has also rejected the negotiation meetings proposed 
by LEE Sung-chul, the Korean Government Cultural and Information 
Officer, and Consul General PARK Young. 

A certain KIM, an elder at a Korean protestant church, 
who rendered great services to the Korean Government by turning 
many Korean Christians, scholars and. stu<jent associations into 
the camp of the pro-PARK Chung-hee Government, called on KIM 
Woon-ha one day and proposed a negotiation meeting with Consul 
General PARK Young. 
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He warned that unless KIM Woon-ha listened to his 
advice, a wholesale attack against KIM Wopnr-ha would be launched 
including a tactic to isolate KIM Woon-ha from the Korean resi¬ 
dents . 


Soon after the visit by KIM, a full-scale smear 
campaign against KIM Woon-ha was started, including the cancella¬ 
tion of advertisements in "The New Korea." ' 

The oppression campaign against "The New Korea" was 
so subtle and cunning that not a single bit of evidence of the 
oppression has surfaced. Furthermore, the persons: who furnished 
the information in the past were afraid of becoming witnesses. 

• Commenting on the Korean Government's oppression of 
"The New Korea," KIM Woon-ha said: "We should make headway 
steadfastly in order to liberate, our. fatherland and, the Korean 
people from the shacWes of dictatorship, to materialize God's 
justice and to enjoy freedom and truth. 

"I take this opportunity," he continued to say, 

"to express my- gratitude to the advertisers, readers of 'The 
New Korea' and the Korean residents who have been supporting 
the paper in the face of insurmountable oppression. 

"The Korean residents should solidify themselves 
and support 'The New Korea,' while the Korean newspapers at 
home have been oppressed and -gagged, to show to the world that 
Koreans are wonderful people and cherish freedom, democracy 
and justice, in spite of the oppression of the press." 

KIM Woon-ha, publisher and editor of "The New Korea," 
urged the Korean Government to immediately, stop such illegal 
measures against "The New Korea." 

u He has also revealed a plan for a large-scale campaign 
to rectify the unreasonableness by appealing to the White House, 
the State Department and the- Justice Department. 

He has also appealed, to patriotic Korean residents, 
who love their fatherland and the Korean brethren, to support 
"The New Korea" so that the paper will be able to continue 
publication.
